The corporation counsel, Mr. Ettelson, says he 
will need $250,000 with which to oppose the latest 
increase in elevated fares. He is asking the city 
council to vote him the money. The request. 
places members of the council in something of a 
quandary. 

This is the situation: The Rapid Transit or 
elevated lines asked the state commerce commis 
sion to authorize an increase in fares. in sup- 
port of its request, the compahy made an exten- 
sive showing before the commission that the old 
fares kept the company from earning a fair profit 
on its investment. Under Mr. Ettelson’s direction 
the city resisted the increase. The lawyers for 
the city made a showing that was characterized 
by some of the commiséioners as inadequate. 
Nevertheless, the commerce commission found 
‘mitted that, on the evidence presented, the com- 
panies were not earning a fair return, but U 
fares were raised, the commission held, the com- 
panies would be even worse off. Persons accus- 
tomed to riding on the L“ would use the street 
ears instead. Though the individual passenger 
might pay more for a ride than formerly, the 


number of passengers would be so reduced that 


the income of the companies would be lessened 
rather than increased. 

With that adverse decision in hand the law- 
vers for the elevated company went into the fed- 
eral courts. ‘They said that their rights under 
the fourteenth amendment to the federal constt- 
tution had been denied. The fourteenth amend- 
ment provides, among other things, that states 
may not deprive persons of their property with- 
out due process of law. The right of utility 
companies under tis clause to appeal to the fed- 
eral courts from state boards of regulation has 
long been recognized. The court a few days ago 
allowed the companies to raise their fares tempo- 
rarily, but before the higher fares are permanently 
established there will be a further hearing in 
which the merits of the case for higher fares can 
be gone into in great detail. | 

It is for the purposes of that hearing that Mr. 
Bttelson is asking $250,000. He proposes to use 
the money for employing lawyers and” utility ex- 
pests who are to present the evidence and argu- 
ments against the increase on behalf of the car 
riders. | 

It is particularly important that a number of 
salient questions be raised on behalf of the car 
riders. 

The company contends that it is entitled to a 
fair return on the valuation of its property. That 
raises the question of the true value of the 
elevated structure. The lines are of varying age. 
The steel in the newer ones is probably in pretty 
good condition, but it is entirely possible that 
the depreciation on the older routes has gone 
farther than has been disclosed. As steel ages, 
it tends to crystallize and it is thereby weakened.

THE NEED FOR STATE 
POLICE. 


The need for a stronger and more mobile police 
force for the rural districts of Illinois ‘is stressed | 
in the recent report of the Illinois Association for 
the Administration of Criminal Justice. The homi- 
cide rgte in rural Illinois from 1922 to 1925, the 
teport shows, was 25 per cent higher than for 
similar sections of neighboring states. “It is 
clear,” the report says, “that the sheriffs in 
Tinois are not and probably never will be an 
atequate police force.“ 

A state police force is, in the physician’s phrase, 
indicated. That is the conclusion reached by these 
latest investigators as well as by dozens of others 
who have given study to the problem of policing 
the rural districts. Unlike some of its predeces- 
sors in the field, the Association for the Adminis- 
tration of Criminal Justice does not blink the real 
reason for the failure of successive legislatures to 
establish a state constabulary. The reason is the 
opposition of union labor, which fears that the con- 
stabulary will be used to suppress strikes and 
prevent picketing. To meet that objection the 
arsociation proposes that the state police be per- 
mitted to act in labor disputes only after rioting 
his taken place, and then only at the direct order 
of the governor himself. To that provision no re- 
spcnsible leader of labor can properly object. | 
It is unfortunate that so much of the discussion 
regarding state police has turned upon the ques- 
tlon of strike duty. Illinois has had more than 
its share of rioting in recent years, but despite 
the disorders in and around Herrin, despite the 
race conflicts in Chicago afd East St. Louis, and 
despite the danger which is always inherent in the 
presence of such basic industries as coal mining 
and steel making, riots are far from frequent. It 
is not for riot duty, but for everyday duty that a 
att te police force is needed in Illinois. The fact 
ia that life and property are not adequately safe- 
guarded in the rural districts, and will not be until 
a state constabulary is organized to reinforce the

The entrance 
group, power house, reptile house and 
three small lakes have been completed.
